At Astoria teen remained in crit- 

ical condition this morning in a 
Portland hospital, while the com- 
munity struggled to understand why 
the high school honor student set 
himself on fire. 

Andrew Sean Crichton, 17, an 
Astoria High School senior, suffered 
third-degree burns over 80 percent of 
his body in an attempted suicide at 
his 859 Alameda Ave. home early 
Friday morning. He apparently 
doused himself in gasoline and ignit- 
ed it, Astoria police said, A neighbor 
was awakened by the boy’s screams 
shortly before | a.m., found Andrew 
on fire in the street and quenched 
the flames.

No one close the boy had any 
indication that he was contemplating 
suicide, said Astoria police Acting 
Sgt. Jim Crabtree. Crichton had taken 
$2,200 out of his savings account a 
few days earlier to buy a kayak. 
Police found the money in his bed- 
room. 

School officials, friends and his 
employer described Andrew as 
upbeat, bright and pleasant, someone 
they could always count on. 
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“He’s a wonderful kid,” said Jill 
Storey, owner of the Astoria Dairy 
Queen restaurant where Crichton has 
worked since September 1996. He’s 
one of her best workers, and was 
always willing to work extra hours, 
she said. Unlike most of the other 
teen-age workers, he liked to join 
his bosses for meals. 

He had worked Wednesday night. 
“He was just good ol’ Andrew,”

The restaurant, located next to the 


high school, employs many students. 


Storey said she was encouraging them 
to talk out their feelings. Some of the 


kids weren’t able to work, but others 


took over Crichton’s shifts Friday 
night and over the weekend. 

“The kids were just so upset. We’re 
all wanting to know why.

boy dies

n Astoria teen who set himself 

on fire 11 days ago died Sun- 

day night at a Portland hospi- 
tal. Andrew Sean Crichton’s death 
left a community bewildered why the 
high school honor student wanted to 
die. 
_ Crichton, 17, an Astoria High 
School senior, died at 10:15 p.m. in 
Legacy Emanuel Hospital's burn cen- 
ter. The boy died of cardiac arrest, 
said Astoria High Principal Steve 
Giere. 

Crichton suffered third-degree 
burns over 80 percent of his body 
when he doused himself in gasoline 
and lit himself on fire the night of Jan. 
7 outside his 859 Alameda Ave. home. 
A neighbor who heard his screams 
put out the fire but Crichton was 
severely burned on his face, back, 
chest and limbs. 

Before setting himself on fire, the 
boy had slashed his wrists and appar- 
ently tried to electrocute and poison 
himself, Astoria police said. 

Astoria High, although scheduled 
to be closed today for the Martin 
Luther King Jr. holiday, will be open 
this afternoon to provide counseling 
for students. Counselors will be at the 
school from 3 p.m. to 5 p.m. 

“We need to be ready to respond,” 
Giere said. “The students are going to 
be asking, ‘Why in the world would 

anyone want to do that?” 
os , Students were, shocked, Jast week 
oid About 20 stadents, seus of them 
Andrew’ friends, needed direct indi- 
vidual or group counseling throughout 
the week. 






High school teachers were being 
notified of Andrew’s death by tele- 
phone this morning. Giere said school 
officials plan to continue the crisis- 


response program when school begins 


tomorrow, calling in extra counselors, 
opening a “safe room” where students 
and staff members can talk about their 
emotions and providing substitutes 
for teachers who need a break. Stu- 
dents, he said, will probably still be 
upset over Andrew’s death. “They 
will come to school with that bag- 
gage,” he said. 

Andrew is survived by his mother, 
Helen, a substitute teacher, and an 
older brother, Matthew. His father 
died when he was young. 

Andrew was known among friends 
and teachers as “Fudge,” a nickname 
that had grown out of his affection 
for the “Superfudge” series of chil- 
dren’s books by Judy Blume. 

Andrew, an honor student, had 
worked at Astoria Dairy Queen since 
1996, Owner Jill Storey, who said 
Andrew was one of her best drive-up 
window workers, plans to open a fund 
at Bank of America’s Astoria branch 
to help the Crichton family with his 
medical and funeral expenses. 

Storey had put up a poster at the 
restaurant for students, friends and 
others to sign last.week. 

Storey had spoken Friday to 
Andrew’s mother, who said he wasn’t 
doing well. He had developed pneu- 
monia and an infection. He had under- 
gone skin graft surgery on his back 
and front, but his head was too swollen 
for surgery. Firefighters said he was on 
life support. 

Storey, like others in the community 
who knew Andrew, grappled with try- 
ing to understand his suicide. He had 
worked at Dairy Queen the night 
before and was upbeat and happy as 
usual. She said his mother has since 
told her that Andrew said he didn’t 
like school or Astoria but liked his job. 

“He was always on top of the world 
when he was here,” Storey said. “I 
wish we had known more.” 

Andrew’s is the second recent fire- 
related death of a teen-age employee at 
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Dairy Queen. Brian “Bob” Patterson- 
McDowell, 16, was killed in a house 
fire July 30, 1997. Both had worked the 
night before. 

“Two good guys,” Storey lament- 


The Astoria Dairy Queen remains 
open today. Storey expected many kids 
would once again gather at the restau- 
rant to talk, especially since school is 
closed. “I know the kids will come in, 
sit at tables and talk,” she said. 

Storey can’t equate the grinning 
Andrew captured in two photographs 
snapped at the restaurant’s employee 
Christmas party in December with the 
boy who set himself on fire. 

“You look at those two photographs 
of him smiling. He’s happy. You don’t 
understand. I guess nobody will but 
God.”

Dee Fleming was called ‘Mom’ by about 150; 
she helped the poor but was not affluent herselt

Ithough low-income herself, Donna 
“Dee” Maye Fleming, worked to improve 
life for others who were poor. ' 

It takes a special person to look past life’s 
obstacles and champion the good humans can 
do for each other. It takes heart, and those who 
knew 62-year-old Fleming, who died Dec. 2, 
say she had plenty of it. 

Fleming moved to Astoria in 1977 from 
Oklahoma City, Okla. Her husband, who was 
in the Air Force, was often away. When they 
divorced, Fleming moved her family to Asto- 
ria following friends who moved here. 

“She raised six kids on her own. She 
moved us all out here, she’s a strong woman,” 
said daughter Theresa Fleming of Stillwater, 
Okla. She speculates her mother had 150 sur- 
rogate kids in Clatsop County. “Mom,” that’s 


_—~what all the kids know her by,” said Fleming. 


Fleming worked at Bumble Bee Seafoods 
and put herself through Clatsop Community 
College, earning a degree in general sciences 
with a major in accounting. Her children say 
she didn’t use her degree. Dee Fleming had 
discovered her heart’s calling in other work. 

For seven years she worked for the state 
Department of Human Resources’ Volunteer 
Program, organizing rides for low-income 
people and the elderly as an office manager 
and transportation coordinator. She arranged 
meals and doctor’s appointments; put togeth- 
er winter coat drives and back-to-school 
clothes drives. Fleming helped run the Clat- 
sop County Christmas Program, preparing 
food and gift drives and overseeing the lists 
of needy families. 

Her children can remember getting those 
very same Christmas boxes growing up. 

“From a physical standpoint, she probably. 
volunteered 30 hours a week the eight weeks 
before and one week after,” said Peter Fritsch, 
a case manager for Adult and Family Ser- 
vices who was the Volunteer Program man- 


ager in 1995 and worked with Fleming. “I was 
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brand new. She shared 
all her information, she [i 
was a huge asset to the fy" 
program.” 

Fleming usually was | 
involved with nonprofit ge 
or government agencies 
where there is a lot of 
paperwork, a report for 
everything, Fritsch said. 
“She always reminded 
us of the human side of | Dee Fleming 
what we were doing, she brought it all back. 
Mindsets like that are invaluable.” 

Fleming left to work for Clatsop Commu- 
nity Action, but would always take time off 
to help with the Christmas Program, said 
Frida Fraunfelder, Community Action’s exec- 
utive director. “She knew the agency proba- 
bly better than anyone. Odd phone calls that 
nobody knew how to answer, those would 
go to Dee,” added Fraunfelder. 

At the Hilltop Apartments where she once 
lived, Fleming was an outspoken representa- 
tive for the rights of the tenants, Fraunfelder 
recalled. “She was a very likable person, cer- 
tainly an advocate for poor people.” 

It was a cruel bit of irony when during 
Christmas 1997, Fleming was told she had 
cancer. Two days later, on Dec. 20, her daugh- 
ter’s home in Lewis and Clark was destroyed 
by fire. The family soldiered on. 

The process of radiation and then 
chemotherapy began for Fleming, every 21 
days for three days in Longview, Wash. The 
chemotherapy didn’t work. 

“Mom said she was sick and tired of being 
sick and tired,” said Theresa Fleming. Dee 
Fleming stopped treatments in October. 

“So, I told her we were bringing her home,” 
said son Toby Fleming of Warrenton. 

But he was overwhelmed with trying to 
give his mother the best possible care and 
balance his job and family. 

Toby Fleming says the answer came when 
Lower Columbia Hospice contacted the fam- 
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ily by phone to help. After he hung up the 
phone, “thirty minutes later two hospice peo- 
ple showed up,” he remembers. “Two hours 
after that, they sent North Coast Home Care 
over with a hospital bed, portable tanks, oxy- 
gen. ... | 

“They comforted us, too.” 

The Flemings won’t forget the comfort 
and care Lower Columbia Hospice gave their 
mother up to her death. 

The Hospice volunteers asked the family 
about Dee Fleming’s final wish. “Her wish 
was to see all her children before she died,” 


Toby Fleming said. 


This was quite a wish, because one son, 
Dennis Fleming, is in prison in Ontario. 

“We found out the next day from hospice 
that (a visit) was all confirmed,” said Toby 
Fleming. Dennis Fleming was escorted to his 
brother’s house in Warrenton to say goodbye 
to their mother. | 

When Dee Fleming died, she had gotten 
her wish.

Daniel “Dan” J. Hoover, 66, of 
Lake Roosevelt, Wash., died flying 
his Cessna 185 on Thursday, Nov. 
11, 1999, in Astoria. 

Mr. Hoover was born Nov. 6, 
1933, in Kaycee, Wyo., to Raymond 
and Lillian Peterson Hoover.

Of The Daily Astorian 
ndrew Nygaard, 15, an athlete and 
student who had just graduated from 
Astoria Middle School, collapsed at 
Seaside’s Sunset Pool Friday and died of car- 
diac problems at Providence Seaside Hospi- 
tal. 

Further tests were being conducted to deter- 
mine exactly what caused the cardiac problems 
that caused his death Friday, state medical 
examiner Dr. Larry Lewman said this morn- 
in 






Andrew had been swimming with the 
North Coast Swim Club, which had held a 
“light workout” in the water from 4 to 5:30 
p.m., said Mary Blake, Sunset Empire Park 
and Recreation District general manager. The

team had been doing “‘dry land” drills on the 
pool deck for about 20 minutes. Andrew, who 
was standing by the deep end of the pool, 
and another team member were tossing a 
“medicine ball,” which Blake described as a 
little larger than a water polo ball. 

Andrew caught the ball, looked up and 
collapsed about 5:39 p.m., Blake said. Wit- 
nesses told her his eyes rolled back before he 
fell. He hit his head on the deck, but Lewman 
said that did not lead to his death. Sea- 
side police Officer Keith Roys said witness- 
es indicated Andrew had complained of being 
tired and feeling weak. 

Blake said two coaches quickly used an air 
bag to assist Andrew, who was gasping. Medix 
ambulance paramedics took over resuscitation 
efforts and took him to Providence Seaside 


Hospital, where he was pronounced dead 
about an hour later. He had no known histo- 
ry of health problems. 

“Every since he was a little person ... he 
was a state of grace,” Blake remembered of 
Andrew, who joined the swim program when 
he was 7. “He was just a beautiful, beautiful 
person. He modeled such good core values for 
the rest of the kids. He took care of the little 
ones if anyone was pushing them around. He 
was the coach’s athlete, he listen to his train- 
ing coaches, did his workouts and was respect- 
ful of the entire team process.” 

Andrew was someone who “exuded pos- 
itive energy,” said Max Bigby, Andrew’s 
track and field coach and teacher at Astoria 
Middle School. “He set the standard by which 
we were all going to strive for. He never let 
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-old dies

down and would always try to do better. He 
had so much enthusiasm.” 

Bigby said he found the news of Andrew's 
death “unfathomable.” “People are shell- 
shocked.” 

Community members gathered in an 
attempt to process the shocking news of los- 
ing someone who was young, physically fit 
and a friend to many. Students and parents 
convened at a home on Friday night and at a 
“safe room,” set up at Astoria Middle School 
Saturday and Sunday where Astoria School 
District employees trained in grief counseling 
were available. 

More than 60 students and many parents, 
including Andrew’s parents, Judy and Dave, 
and sister, Melissa, participated in sharing

Of The Daily Astorian 
ndrew Nygaard, 15, an athlete and 
student who had just graduated from 
Astoria Middle School, collapsed at 
Seaside’s Sunset Pool Friday and died of car- 
diac problems at Providence Seaside Hospi- 
tal. 






Further tests were being conducted to deter- 
mine exactly what caused the cardiac problems 
that caused his death Friday, state medical 
examiner Dr. Larry Lewman said this morn- 
ing. 
- Andrew had been swimming with the 
North Coast Swim Club, which had held a 
“light workout” in the water from 4 to 5:30 
p.m., said Mary Blake, Sunset Empire Park 
and Recreation District general manager. The

team had been doing “‘dry land” drills on the 
pool deck for about 20 minutes. Andrew, who 
was standing by the deep end of the pool, 
and another team member were tossing a 
“medicine ball,” which Blake described as a 
little larger than a water polo ball. 

Andrew caught the ball, looked up and 
collapsed about 5:39 p.m., Blake said. Wit- 
nesses told her his eyes rolled back before he 
fell. He hit his head on the deck, but Lewman 
said that did not lead to his death Sea- 
side police Officer Keith Roys said witness- 
es indicated Andrew had complained of being 
tired and feeling weak. 

Blake said two coaches quickly used an air 
bag to assist Andrew, who was gasping. Medix 
ambulance paramedics took over resuscitation 
efforts and took him to Providence Seaside 


Hospital, where he was pronounced dead 
about an hour later. He had no known histo- 
ry of health problems. 

“Ryery since he was a little person ... he 
was a state of grace,” Blake remembered of 
Andrew, who joined the swim program when 
he was 7. “He was just a beautiful, beautiful 
person. He modeled such good core values for 
the rest of the kids. He took care of the little 
ones if anyone was pushing them around. He 
was the coach’s athlete, he listen to his train- 
ing coaches, did his workouts and was respect- 
ful of the entire team process.” 

Andrew was someone who “exuded pos- 
itive energy,” said Max Bigby, Andrew’s 
track and field coach and teacher at Astoria 
Middle School. “He set the standard by which 
we were all going to strive for. He never let 
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down and would always try to do better. He 
had so much enthusiasm.” 

Bigby said he found the news of Andrew’s 
death “unfathomable.” “People are shell- 
shocked.” 

Community members gathered in an 
attempt to process the shocking news of los- 
ing someone who was young, physically fit 
and a friend to many. Students and parents 
convened at a home on Friday night and at a 
“safe room,” set up at Astoria Middle School 
Saturday and Sunday where Astoria School 
District employees trained in grief counseling 
were available. 

More than 60 students and many parents, 
including Andrew’s parents, Judy and Dave, 
and sister, Melissa, participated in sharing

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Mildred Schwab, former 
Portland leader, dies at 82 


PORTLAND (AP) — Mildred Schwab, one of the most 
popular, powerful and colorful politicians in the recent histo- 
ry of Portland City Hall, was found dead in her home Wednes- 
day. 

Known for her love of music and civic affairs, the feisty, 
fun-loving, chain-smoking former city commissioner had cel- 
ebrated her 82nd birthday Saturday. 

Her only surviving sibling, Herbert Schwab, 83, former 
mayor of Cannon Beach and a retired chief judge of the Ore- 
gon Court of Appeals, said his sister apparently died during 
the night. He said a neighbor noticed a light on in Schwab’s 
home, where she lived alone, and found her slumped over the 
kitchen table. 

Although she was still driving and reasonably active, she 
recently had been in poor health with congestive heart disease, 
her brother said. 

He and others praised her as a woman of great intelli- 
gence, one of the first woman lawyers in Oregon, an accom- 
plished pianist and the kind of person who swiftly let you know 
where you stood. 

Appointed to the Portland City Council in January 1973, 
Mildred Schwab went on to easily win three elections before 
her retirement from the council in 1986. 

Schwab never married. She devoted her time to work, her 
piano and her pets. She made the rounds with firefighters 
and police officers and was known for her German shepherd 
companions, which often joined her at City Hall. 

“‘She was probably one of the most well-known and pop- 
ular city commissioners in the history of the city,’’ said Mike 
Lindberg, a former city commissioner. 

Neil Goldschmidt, who served as Portland’s mayor and later 
Oregon’s governor, called Schwab ‘a wonderful person and 
a wonderful friend.”’ 

Portland Mayor Vera Katz asked for a moment of silence 
in Schwab’s remembrance during Wednesday’s City Coun- 
cil session. 

“She was a one-of-a-kind individual, sometimes feisty 
and unafraid, but always compassionate,”’ Katz said. **Mil- 
dred understood that real public service must be based on truth 
and principle. She was well-loved by the citizens of this city.” 

Katz asked for flags to be flown at half-staff.
